Among other  things, the 
LDA provided for the sale of the Recreation Pier (t he Pier) to 
the original developer for the construction of a ho tel. The

3.  Schedule - The LDA set forth a series of dates by w hich the 
Original Developer was required to complete plans a nd 
specifications, apply for permits, and commence and  
complete construction. These dates have already occ urred 
and the Amendment establishes new dates for the Dev eloper. 
One of the key dates is that the Developer must app ly for 
the hotel building permit within nine months of the  date of 
the Amendment, although this date could be extended  by a 
month if the DHCD requires additional time to revie w the 
design development plans, which are submitted earli er. The 
Amendment authorizes the Commissioner of the DHCD t o grant 
two 90-day extensions to the date for submission of  the 
design development plans and for the submission of the 
application for a building permit.
